Applicants respectfully submit, however, that 
Takahashi does not qualify as prior art under the meaning of 
35 U.S.C. §§ 102 and 103. 

All of the remaining documents other than Chem, et 
al . were cited in Takahashi . One of those documents, 
Japanese Laid-Open Patent Application No. 62-214892, 
according to the enclosed Abstract obtained from a commercial 
database, relates to a display device including a viewfinder 
4 situated before the eye and connected to a video camera 3 
through wiring 8 .
